THE PUNISHMENT 


There has been great, we might almost say uni- 


versal, dissatisfaction regarding the decision of Judge 
Caverly of the Chicago murderers. We notice that 
even the chaplain at Joliet referred to the conse- 
quences, of having rich or political friends to enable 
the prisoners to escape death, in a humorous way. 


There are several things connected with that trial 


that cause one to have doubt concerning the decision 
of the court. Of course, considerable of the difficulty 
lies not in1 the desire of the people to have the young 
men hung, but there is a disposition on the part of the 
fair minded citizens everywhere to resent the ap- 
pearance of favoritism being shown anyone because 
of his wealth or position. 
There is a feeling on the 


part of probably the majority of people that if these 
young men had not had rich and influential parents, 
and at the same time there was the same amount of 
evidence of their guilt as there was, they would have 
been convicted inside of thirty days and sentenced to 
execution. 


Af rer all, it is known that in spite of public sen- 


timent at the time of the trial and in spite of the hein- 
ousness of the crime, itself, the culprits are sentenced 
to life imprisonment, and there is not only hope but 
a great possibility of a pardon in a number of years. 
To be sure, every precaution is being taken now to 
prevent such a thing happening in the career of these 
men. But time will erase the poignancy of the feel- 
ing of the people in regard to this murder. The prose- 
cutors will become greatly interested in other things. 
The parents whose love, of course, will never die, will 
use their wealth to employ men to present their case 
to the proper authorities, and it will be their hope, of 
course, to have them free men. 


It seems probable, if we can believe what we 


have read concerning these youths, that they would 
have almost enjoyed the "thrill" connected with their 
sentence and execution up to the moment of their 
losing consciousness. 
They 
seemed 
to 
enjoy 


the publicity and to enjoy the reputation of 
the exhibition more than they feared the con- 
sequences of their own act. 
On the other hand, 


there is a certain drabness about life imprisonment. 
The confinement, solitary, and with the privilege of 
only one letter and a visitor every two weeks does 
not'appeal to the imagination of such characters. 
It 


sends no thrill through their system and if it were 
absolutely known that there was HQ possibility of 
walking free again, the punishment would unques- 
tionably be worse than death. 


If that possibility were removed and they were 


confined to oblivion from now henceforth, their suf- 
fering would increase as the years go on and no one 
who desires to see the severest penalty meted out for 
crime could possibly wish for a worse fate to come to 
these men. But whether they are ever freed or not 
the hope will rise with them every morning and sus- 
tain them. But we predict that in any case it will be 
many, many years before these two arch-friends will 
have the liberty of the public highway and the free- 
dom of the out-of-doors.

The dispatches from the Boy Scout conference 


at Estes Park carry two thoughts well worth acting 
upon continuously. 


The first is, that "It will take the combined in- 


fluence of school, home, and business to create a 
proper sense of social and civic responsibility in the 
youth of America.'' 


To the three influences of home, school and busi- 


ness should be added a fourth,—the church which, 
however, may act as a unifying element to bring the 
other three elements into a working alignment. Kes- 
ponsibility for unwholesome conditions among young 
people is placed upon the home, upon the school and 
upon society in a vicious circle, each one easing the 
burden from his shoulder upon those of the parents, 
the educators or business, depending upon who is 
shifting the burden. 


The truth, however, is embodieed in the state- 


ment that the combined influence of the three ele- 
ments must be exerted in the interest of the -young 
people of the community who, although they need 
good examples, help and guidance, need them no more 
probably than did the young people of other genera- 
tions. It seems as though more were needed because 
fewer good examples and less help and guidance is 
given today than in other days when there were not 
so many distractions. 


The second thought from the Boy Scout conven- 


tion which links up with the first is "The habitual do- 
ing of good deeds can exalt character without self- 
righteousness; and good will by practice becomes na- 
ture. '' The wisest thing we can do with that thought 
is not to pass it on to young people in the hope of ex- 
alting their character but by acting upon the thought 
to furnish examples and in that way emphasize char- 
acter and good will rather than lesser things. When 
young people see all the older people about them re- 
garding as of great importance automobiles and ma- 
terial luxuries, thej; naturally stress those things and
